UN extends

The resolution calling for Hig- 
gins’s release came as Perez de 
Cuellar met here with the abducted 
man’s wife, Maj. Robin Higgins of 
the U.S. Marines, and told reporters 
afterwards that he is now "really 
very hopeful” that Col. Higgins 
would soon be freed by his captors.” 

Perez de Cuellar is said to have 
raised the matter of Higgins recently 
with Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velyati.

Thatcher fears lull 


in peace process 
until U.S. elections 


SALALAH, Oman (Reuter) — Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher said on Friday she feared 
there would be a lull in Arab-Israeli 
peace moves until after the U.S. 
presidential elections in November. 

But she said the new American 
leader should then act swiftly to 
start them again and suggested a 
possible cease-fire in the Iran-Iraq 
war could improve prospects for 
Middle East peace. 

Thatcher was speaking in an intet~ 
view with Bahrain Television short- 
ly before leaving for Salalah in 
southern Oman, second of three 
stops ou her way to Australia. 

On Iran's decision this month to 
accept a UN resolution calling for a 
ceasefire in its eight-year-old war 
with Lraq, she said: “All of a sudden 
there appeared to be a gleam of light 
in the Iran-Iraq war which gave us 
hope that the longer-standing Arab- 
Israel] situation could too perhaps 
soon yield to real peace-making 
progress.” 

Speaking of U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz’s largely fruit- 
less visits to the region this year to 
try keep peace moves alive, Thatch- 
er said: “It is a source of great sor- 
row to us that we haven't got further 
with peace negotiations. But I fear 
that they will not get very far until 


after the U.S. elections.” 

Thatcher said Washington was es- 
sential to an Arab-Israeli peace set- 
dement. Once a new president was 
elected there must not be “a gap 
between those elections and new ne- 
gotiations”. ᾿ 

She said she hoped the new presi- 
dent would regard the Middle East 
as requiring most urgent attention. 

Outgoing President Ronald Rea- 
gan has invited Thatcher to Wash- 
ington in November to meet his suc- 
cessor, either Republican Vice~ 
President George Bush’ or 
Democratic challenger Michael Du~ 
kakis. 

Before leaving Bahrain, Thatcher 
conferred with Crown Prince Sheikh 
Hamad bin Isa al-Khalifa, who is 
acting ruler in the absence of his 
father Sheikh Isa bin Sulman al- 
Khalifa. 

Discussing the fran-Iraq conflict, 
Thatcher told the crown prince that 
an end to the war "would be seen as 
a defeat for fanaticism”, British offi- 
cials said. The talks also covered 
Arab-Israeli relations and bilateral 
ties. 

On arrival in Salalah, the British 
prime minister went straight to the 
seaside palace of Sultan Qaboos bin 
Said, regarded by Britain as one of 
its best friends in the Gulf. 


Two Syrian soldiers slain 
by gunman in West Beirut 


BEIRUT (Reuter) — An unidenti- 
fied gunman killed two Syrian sol- 
diers near a Syrian-manned cbeck- 
point in Moslem west Beirut, 
security sources and witnesses said 
on Friday. 

They said the gunman, clad in 
tuilitary fatigues like those used by 
the Lebanese army, shot dead the 
soldiers on Thursday night using a 
gun fitted with a silencer. The two 
Syrians died instantly, about 200 
metres from the checkpoint. 

Syrian soldiers brandishing auto- 
matic rifles and rocket launchers im- 
mediately sealed off the Corniche 
Mazraa area where the soldiers were 
shot. ‘"The Syrians were in a state of 


total panic. They started beating ev- 
eryone in sight. Look what they 
bave done to my γε said Bassem 
Ali who was in the nearby Abu- 
Khodr restaurant when the shooting 
took place. 

The attack was the latest in a 
String of assaults aimed against the 
Syrian presence in Lebanon.

Eight charged in U.S. for pro-Libyan activities 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) ~ A U.S. 
grand jury on Thursday formally 
charged eight men described as Lib- 
yan agents with illegally using mon- 
ey earmarked for Libyan students 
for intelligence gathering and other 
activities. 

The indictment charged that the 
defendants also diverted thousands 
of dollars in funds from the Libyan 
government to left-wing U.S.

U.S. Jewish philanthropists pursue 
$60 m. children’s hospital for Israel

WASHINGTON ~ Striking doctors 
and nurses may have nearly para- 
lyzed Israel's health services in re- 
cent months but American Jewish 
philanthropists are moving full 
speed ahead with very ambitious 
plans to build a major new chil- 

dren's hospital outside Tel Aviv. 

Jerry Goodman, the long-time ex- 
ecutive director of the National 
Conference on Soviet Jewry, has 
just been hired by the New York- 
based Medical Development for Is- 
rael (MDI) to raise funds for the $60 
million Children’s Medical Centre 
of Israel, which will be built on the 
grounds of the Beilinson Hospital in 
Petah Tikva.. 

“It’s very badly needed.” Good- 
man said, stressing that it will be the 
first hospital in Israel specializing 
exclusively in children’s problems. 
The other major hospitals in Israel. 
including Hadassah in Jerusalem, 
have pediatric wings or sections.. 

“The children’s hospital will not 
compete with any existing hospi- 
tals,’ Goodman said.. 

To back up his case that Israel 
really needs the new hospital, 
Goodman pulled out a stack of jet- 
ters. including endorsements from 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 


(“This centre, which will serve not 
only the children of Israel but of the 
entire region, will be a blessing, and 
hopefully will serve as a bridge to- 
wards peace in the area."’); Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres (“It is the 
culmination of a noble effort, in 
which a critical need, a creative vi- 
sion and dynamic leadership joined 
hands to produce a promising an- 
swer.”); and Health Minister Sho- 
shana Arbeli-Almoslino (‘The 


health services systein of Israel is in. 


dire need of a tertiary health care 
centre for children.”). 

Ground breaking ceremonies for 
the new facility took place on April 
11 with completion of the project 
scheduled for 1991. Plans call for a 
224-bed, American-style hospital 
complete with “rooming-in™ accom- 
modations for parents of hospital- 
ized children. 

Operating costs of the new facility 
will be guaranteed through the bud- 
get of Kupat Holim. 

Until recently, Uri Bar-Ner, a 
veteran Israeli diplomat, had been 
the pointman in getting the new hos- 
pital off the ground. Bar-Ner, who 
has served at the Israeli Embassy in 
Washington and the consulate in 
New York, had taken a leave of 
absence from the Foreign Ministry 
to undertake the assignment. Earli- 


er this summer, Bar-Ner arrived in 
Chicago to become Israel's consul- 
general, ut Weg 

Goodman, a well-known and 
highly respected Jewish activist, has 
now taken over many of Bar-Ner's 
responsibilities. For over 15 years, 
Goodman had been associated with 
the Soviet Jewry movement in New 
York. 

He is today working closely with 
Irving Schneider, the wealthy New 


“York real estate businessman and 


philanthropist who alone: has -al- 
ready contributed a significant per- 
centage of the money nececssary for 
the new hospital. 

Schneider, by all accounts, has 
been the driving force behind the 
Project. 

Goodman maintained that many 
very wealthy American Jews who 
have never been all that involved in 
traditional pro-Israeli fundraising 
causes — such as the United Jewish 
Appeal — will be attracted to the 
idea of building an exclusively chil- 
dren’s hospital in Israel. 

“A lot of people have been un- 
tapped.” he said. “We've never 
been able to reach them. We're now 
going to go after them.". 

He said MDI would also work 
with American philanthropic 
foundations.

Bizarre child abuse disorder ‘may often be overlooked’

NEW YORK (AP) -- The boy's 
mother said he had cystic fibrosis. 
and so did the lab tests. But the real 
disease was far more bizarre. It lay 
within the mother, and was a form 
of child abuse. 


No parent could have been more 
dedicated dusing the 5-year-old's 
hospitalizations. His mother stayed 
with him around the clock and often 
helped the nurses giving him 
medications. 


But. doctors eventually realized. 
she also altered the boy's stool and 
perspiration samples to make them 
consistent with cystic fibrosis. 

She tried to cast doubt on a nor- 


mal test result by calling the hospital 
laboratory, giving a false name, and 
claiming the result was phony. And 
she tricked a real cystic fibrosis pa- 
tient into giving her a spurum sam- 
ple. then submitted the sample to 
doctors as her son's. 


Her case is an elaborate example 
of a psychiatric disorder called 
“Munchausen syndrome by proxy,” 
a variant of Munchausen syndrome. 
in which ἃ person fakes disease just 
to get medical care. it is derived 
from Baron von Munchausen, an 
18th century German who became 
well known for elaborate fies. 


In Munchausen by proxy, typical- 
ly. a mother produces disease or the

appearance of disease in her child, 
then acts like the model of a dedicat- 
ed and convened parent. 

The disorder is probably relative- 
ly rare, but “we suspect it's more 
common than we think because it's 
so very difficult to recognize.” said 
David Waller, director of child and 
adolescent psychiatry at the Univer- 
sity of Texas Southwestern Medical 
Centre in Dallas. 


Besides. few doctors are comfort- 
able with confronting a distraught 
mother who has just spent another 
sleepless night at the child's bedside 
and asking “Are you doing some- 
thing to that kid?,” said Theodore 
Nadelson. chief of psychiatry at the 
Veterans Administration Medical 
Centre in Boston. 


Some mothers have slipped their 
awn blood into a chiid’s mouth or 
ito urine samples. One was discov- 
ered giving 4 hospitalized infant an 
enema and putting the fluid in the 
child's mouth. Another was found 
to have been giving her child mas- 
sive doses of a drug to force vomit- 
ing. The child died. 

__ Just what motivates such behavior 
is not well understood. 


It appears to be a way to signal 
distress, Waller said. And the par- 
ent “gets a lot of reward from being 
seen as a wonderful, caring parent in 
her role as helping the child get 
good medical care.” 


Nadelson sees it as a pathological 
expression of hostility against doc- 
tors and society. He considers it an 
addiction. ‘People who do it once 
will do it again consistently. It's very 
exciting.” 


Usuaily only one favoured child is 
singled out for what the mother and 
child consider a game. he said. 

Treating the disorder is very diffi- 
cult because people deny that they 
have the problem. Waller said. 
There have been anecdotal reports 
of some treatment successes, said 
Allen Palmer. clinical instructor of 
psychiatry at Harvard Medical 
School. But Nadelson said he be- 
lieves no treatment works. 

Once ἃ case is uncovered, the ma- 
jor goal is to protect the child, Wal- 
ler said. That sometimes means a 
court-ordered change in custody. 

Most children involved ia Mun- 
chausen by proxy are infants or tod- 
dlers, but same are older children. 


Why do they go along with it? 

“It's the only kind of love the 
child knows,” Nadetson said. “If it’s 
love you're looking for, you'll take it 
under any circumstances.”

Yugoslav leaders propose 
tough steps against Serbs 


BELGRADE (Reuter) - As 
Serbs in strife-torn Kosovo province 
threatened to stage one of the big- 
gest protests in Yugosluvia’s history, 
state leaders and parliament on Fri- 
day called for more federal control 
over the province. 

Parliament asked al] federal bod- 
ies to lake immediate Steps to stem 
migration of non-Albanians from 
the area because of alleged persecu- 
Hon by its ethnic Albanian majority. 

The Yugoslav Communist party 
central committee on Friday began a 
heated plenary session to defuse the 
ethnic crisis in Kosovo. The meeting 
continued late into Friday night. 

“The Federal Assembly (parlia- 
ment) and the government will take 
steps to establish the personal and 
joint responsibility of those who fail 
to carry out tasks embodied in the 
Yugoslav programme on Kosovo,” 
the Yugoslav news agency Tanjug 
said. 

“The measures employed against 
them will include recalls and remov- 
als from office,” it said, indicating a 
major shake-up of the political es- 
tablishment may come soon. 

Kosovo, an autonomous province 
of Yugoslavia’s biggest republic Ser- 
bia, has a population of 1.7 million 
ethnic Albanians and some 200.000 
non-Albanians, mostly Serbs. 


Thousands of Serbs fice the area 
every year, alleging that the ethnic 
Albanians are persecuting them in 
order to drive them oul und create 
an ethnically pure. all-Albanian Ko- 
sovo, 

Serb activists in Kosovo said that 
if the plenum failed to meet their 
expectations, they would mount 
Massive protests on a scale that 
would dwarf anything:seen so far in 
this country. 

Belgrade television quoted peo- 
ple throughout Yugoslavia as saying 
they believed the plenum was the 
most important political meeting in 
Yugoslavia for decades, 

Vice-President Stane Dolanc told 
the plenum the country's collective 
State presidency might soon boost 
the role of federal bodies in Kosovo 
including a special paramilitary unit. 

“The presidency is increasingly 
worried about the escalation of na- 
tionalism,” Dolanc said. He said re- 
cent protests threatened state secu- 
rity and the presidency might 
expand the role of a heavily armed 
380-man special federal police unit 
sent to Kosovo last November after 
mass protests by Serbs in Kosovo, 

Yugoslavia’s six republics and two 
provinces enjoy great autonomy and 
tend to resist control by the federal 
authorities.

BANGKOK (AP) - More than 10 
critics of the Burmese government, 


and the Burmese correspondent of 


the ‘Associated Press, have been 


seized by authorities, Western dip- - 


lomats contacted. in the Burmese 
capital said. 

“The diplomats said it appeared 
that the government's most vocal 
and prominent critic -- 70-year-old 
retired brigadier Aung Gyi —was 
among those rounded up in the 
sweep late Friday and early 
yesterday. 

‘Aung Gyi, a onetime supporter of 
recently resigned leader Ne Win, 
has been writing a series of letters 
critical of economic and political 
conditions in Burma. 

‘There has been no official an- 
nouncement about the seizures, 
which follow the retirement of Ne

‘Burma’s president and chairman of 


Febres’ most recent client, Os- 
man Morote Barrionuevo, believed 
to be second-in-command to sen- 
dero leader Abimael Guzman, was 
acquitted of murder and sobotage 
by a civil tribunal nine days ago. 


Death-squad style killings are 
practically unheard of in Peru. It 
was not possible to immediately 
confirm the existence of the Rodrigo 
Franco Democratic Command, 
which is named after a young Agpri- 
culture Ministry official assassinated 
by Sendero guerrillas last year ago 
in the town of Nana, 20 km from 
Lima. 


Febres was a member of AAD 
and had succesfully obtained acquit. 
tals for several people accused of 
Sendero killings and sabotage.

While aid for the refugees was 
pouring into Ethiopia, congestion at 
the ports of Asab and Djibouti was 
slowing the delivery of essential 
goods, she said. Meanwhile, in 
southwestern Ethiopia, refugees 
from the civil war in southern Sudan 
were crossing the border at the rate 
of 11,000 ἃ month, Karago said. 

About 300,000 refugees from 
southern Sudan have so far entered 
Ethiopia and most of them were in 
“very poor shape”.

The diplomats, contacted by tele- 
phone from Bangkok, said Associ- 
ated Press correspondent Sein Win 
was taken from his home in the 
northern suburbs of Rangoon by au- 
thorities at around midnight Friday’ 
or shortly thereafter.

MOSCOW (AP) - Sovict media on 
Friday indicated that a crackdown

The labour newspaper Triad suid 
44 people face criminal charges in 
Yerevan following an incident in 
which Armenian activists attached 
slogans to their cars and drove 
around the city in a motorized 
protest. 

The newspaper did not indicate 
the date or the size of the mohile 
demonstration, but said 155 drivers 
have had their licenses revaked and 
310 were fined — indicating a size- 
able turnout for thé protest for Ar- 
menian annexation of the disputed 
region. 

The official Tass news agency re- 
ported Friday thut the situation was 
stabilizing im Armenia, but that at 
“the urging of instigators” some 
strikes und protests were 
continuing. 


Gorbachev \ 
still faces str 


MOSCOW. — Kremlin leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev has called for vigor- 
ous action to implement politicul 
and economic reform, warning that 
his perestroika programme iill 
faces strong opposition from those 
opposed tu change. 

Gorbachev made his appeal in a 
speech on Friday ta a meeting of the 
some 300 members of the Central 
Committee, the Communist Party's 
parliament, detailing some of his 
most radical proposals yet to get 
movement into the ailing economy. 

“We should set ourselves fGrmly 
towards making a resolute tum to 
practical deeds... What is needed is 
work. What is needed is control to 
ensure decisions adopted are in fact 
carried out,” be declared. 

The meeting was called one 
month after a startlingly frank de- 
bate on the country's problems at a 
party conference that endorsed the 
general lines of Gorbachev's progra- 
mem to reshape Soviet society. 

Soviet analysts said Gorbachev 
appeared eager to maintain unity 
within the ruling 13-man Politburo, 
where, they said, he had a broad 
consensus in support of reform al- 
though some of its members were 
unhappy about his glasnost open- 
ness policies.

IMPORTED CIGARETTES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — We refer to July Maltz’s 


article of July 12, “Can more money 
for PR help Dubek's tarnished im- 
age?", in which their PR agents 
state, inter alia, that “The Freasury, 
not Dubek. had suffered losses of 
tens of millions of shekels because 
of the significant cuts in duties on 
imported cigarettes. 


It has been the practice of Dubek 
in the past decades to press for gov- 
ernment intervention to ensure that 
their market share approaches as 
nearly as possibly 100 per cent. Un- 
fortunately. these representations 
usually met with success and thus a 
very strong monopoly was permit- 
ted to hold the government to ran- 
som. Realising this state of affairs, 
the government decided to liberal- 


ize imports and thus cut the monop- 
oly's share to a little under 90 per 
cent, still a substantial market-share 
by any standard. 


It is therefore regrettable that 
false arguments are once more being 
used in order to return the situation 
to the status quo ante. 


Due to the fact that imports were 
doubled the Treasury has collected 
about 33 per cent more income from 
imported cigarettes than it did previ- 
ously. The tax was approximately 60 
per cent of the price to the smoker 
and is now 40 per cent, so even 8 
small child can calculate that dou- 
bling imports means additional in- 
come of 33 per cent to the Treasury.

THE ISSUE of Jewish emigration 
from the USSR, which has only re- 


, cently come to enjoy a rare consen- 


sus of broad Jewish public opinion. 
has exploded into a heated debate 
involving large segments of the Is- 
raeli public, American Jewry, and 


even former Soviet Jews 
themselves. 
Emotionally charged and mutual- 


ly acrimonious accusations tend to 
centre exclusively on the phenome- 
non of the drastically diminishing 
rate of aliya to Israel - 7.5 per cent 
of the emigration figure in June of 
this year -- and the rampant drop-out 
rate. At the same time, no attempt 
is made to bring into the public's eye 
the roots and consequences of these 
events for the future of the Jewish 
people in Israel and the Diaspora. 

As with any historical process, 
one should be careful to distinguish 
between accepted myth and sordid 
reality. 1 have therefore deliberately 
omitted from this article the activity 
of refuseniks, which is severely lim- 
ited both in scope and in the physi- 
cal ability to influence or reach the 
bulk of the Jewish population of the 
Soviet Union. 

There is a popular tendency to 
view the Jews in the USSR as a 
monolithic “Soviet Jewry” commu- 
nity, while in fact they are divided 
into Oriental and European Jews, 
sharply different in their life-styles 
and adherence to Jewish traditions. 

The European Jews themselve 
are broken into two uneven groups — 
those who have been under Soviet 
tule since 1917 and live mainly in 
Russia. the Ukraine and Belorussia; 
and those from the territories an- 
nexed by the USSR during and after 
the Second Worid War from Roma- 
nia, Poland and Transcarpathia, and 
the previously independent Baltic 
States. 

These Jews from the periphery of 
the last great empire, and the Orien- 
tal Jews from Bukhara, Georgia. 
and other parts of the Caucasus. 
have provided 71 per cent of olim to 
Israel. On the other hand, the Jews 
living in the three Slavonic repub- 
lics, who make up 85 per cent of the 
total Soviet Jewish population, con- 
stitute 90 per cent of the total num- 
ber of drop-outs.. 


THERE 15 nothing to wonder at in 
these figures. for the history of the 
Jews in the heartland of the USSR 
over the past 70 years has been 
marked by a gradual but inexorable 
loss of their Jewish identity. 

It was from the outset a policy of 
the Soviet regime to asimilate the 


Assimilation in act 
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Jews living within its borders. As 
early as 1918, they outlawed Jewish 
communal institutions, then, in 
1923, proclaimed Hebrew a 
counter-revolutionary language. In 
1926, they -.usned the fast remain- 
ing Zionist organizations: and in 
1929, they delivered a stunning blow 
by rounding up all the rabbis and 
religious leaders and sending them 
into exile or extermination, and by 
converting synagogues into gymna- 
sia and warehouses. ; 

One cannot ignore the active co- 
operation and support in this pro- 
cess of destruction of Jewish life lent 
by the Jews themselves, who under 
the influence of Communist ideolo- 
gy. tried to abandon the heritage of 
their forefathers in the vain illusion 
of future world redemption. Ἢ 

These Jews had flocked to Russia 

τ. and to the regions of the 
Ukraine and Belorussia_ previously 
beyond limits for Jews. They active- 
ly participated in the building of the 
new regime, trying to assimilate and 
dissolve through intermarriage into 
their gentile surroundings. 

Out of the shambles emerged a 
surrogate culture, strictly limited in 
scope. depth and content, subsisting 
on the meagre rations of Communist 
ideology and the Yiddish language. 
and totally separated from the rich 
tradition and past of our people. 

The Jewish press was further 


squeezed, and in 1937, the last Yid-_ 


dish school was closed. Then came 
the Holocaust, and the final physical 
destruction of the Jews. followed 
after the end of the war by the exter- 
mination of the remnants of Jewish 
culture, and a threat of total expul- 
sion to Siberia. 


THIS EXCURSION into history 
helps to explain why only 4.4 per 
cent of the Jews of Russia, and 14.4 
per cent of those living in the 
Ukraine, have applied for permis- 
sion to leave the country, in contrast 
to the up to 50 per cent of Jews from 
Georgia, Lithuania. Latvia and 
Bukhara. 

The Jews from the heartland of 
the USSR, highly assimilated. al- 
most entirely stripped of Jewish 
identity, well integrated into Rus- 
sian culture, and generally possess- 
ing a higher status within Soviet so- 
ciety. know almost nothing and care 
even less about their Jewish tradi- 
tions and identity. In their desire to 


USSR they are motivated

ee to the widespread belief that 
absorption difficulties in Israel oe 
the major factor in the decision Οἱ 
drop-outs to circumvent Israel, it [5 
hardly conceivable that the Jews 
from Odessa have experienced 
worse absorption conditions than 
the Jews of Vilnius. or that the Jews 
of Kishinev have been treated better 
than their compatriots from Khar- 
kov. Kiev and Minsk. 

Nevertheless, the drop-out rate. 
which runs as high as 100 per cent 
from Kharkov, Odessa, Moscow. 
Leningrad and Kiev, tapers down to 
less than 25 per cent from Chernov- 
tsy. Vilnius and-Kishinev. - 

A survey conducted in 1979 
among the drop-outs in Vienna re-. 
vealed that the main factors ‘for 
dropping out were, in order of imp- 
portance: cultural assimilation and 
an erosion of national identity: 
mixed marriages; Soviet anti-Israel 
and anti-Zionist propaganda: a poli- 
cy of isolating Soviet Jews from Isra- 
εἶ and world Jewry; a fear of bostil- 
ities in Israel; absorption 
difficulties; the activities of Hias 
{Hebrew Immigrant -Aid Society. 
the main U.S. Jewish organization 
aiding the immigration and integra- 
tion of Soviet Jews] in Vienna and 
Rome. which were perceived as a 
moral authorization in the name of 
American Jewry and its institutions

THE DESIRE to save a nation is 
usually prompted by the threat ei- 
ther of physical destruction or of 
Spiritual extinction. It icyere be a) 
gross exaggeration to say that τὶ 
Jews in the USSR are threatened by 
anew Holocaust. Even the activities 
of the newly emerged, militantly 
anti-Semitic groups can hardly be 
compared iwth the violent attacks 
on Jewish community centres, syna- 
gogues, shops and priviate individ- 
uals that recently ravaged France, 
Italy, and even Sweden. The real 
danger is from total assimilation, 
and the disappearance of the major- 
ity of the Soviet Jewish population. 
Attempts are being made to pre- 
sent emigration to the U.S. and 
Canada as a valid alternative in this 
respect to aliya to Israel.

There is no doubt that direct 
flights are an end in themselves. 
They are one of the tools to be used 
to reach the’ vast majority of Jews in 
the USSR. who are wholly ignorant 
about all matters Jewish and even 
more about Israel. ; 

The Soviets know well that only 
Judaism and Israel can reaily pro- 
vide an alternative to assimilation: 
this is the hidden reason behind 
their otherwise totally incompre-" 
hensible, insane policy of isolating 
Jews from. these influences. 

The real task we face now is to 
break through the barriers of hostil- 
ity. despair, disillusionment and ig- 
norance, ‘in order to bring to the 
thirsty Jews of the Soviet Union the 
living waters of our. tradition.

Health in Israel — African system 


WHILE THE Israeli medical sys- 
tem could benefit from more money 
and higher salaries, lack of money is 
not the core problem. Raising sala- 
ries and a general influx of money 
may help for a while but will not 
deal with the essential fault — health 
care in Israel has failed as a system. 

In the olden days, all that was 
needed to provide good medical 
care was a competent physician and 
a caring nurse. Those days are gone! 
Medical care today is complex. Doc- 
tors and nurses work with many al- 
lied professionals in various high- 
tech facilities. 

The requirements of an effective 
medical system include the follow- 
ing: It must set its goals in order of 
priority and pursue them, it must be 
coordinated. it must constantly 
streamline its resources, it must not 
get overloaded, internally or exter- 
nally, it must use its resources prop- 
erly and, finally, there must be qual- 
ity control. 

The following examples illustrate 
why the [{sraeli health system is fail- 
ing.: Its priorities are contradictory: 
it purports to strive for high-quality. 
efficient care but political and bu- 
Teaucratic impediments prevent 
this. Having two health authorities — 
Kupat Holim and the Ministry of 
Health -- with overlapping jurisdic- 
tions causes a redundant bureaucra- 
cy and waste. Do we really have the 
money for that? 

There is minimal coordination 
within the system: little cooperation 
between Kupat Holim and the Min- 
istry of Health: little cooperation 
between Kupat Holim clinics and 
the hospitals: often little coopera- 
tion between labs, X-ray facilities 
and the clinics they serve. between 
departments within a given hospital 
and within various levels of Kupat 
Holim and the Ministry of Health. 
There is too little response to the 
long-range needs and concerns of 
doctors and nurses and of the 
public.

There are no incentives for com- 
petence, productivity or efficiency, 
nor penalization for poor work, in- 
efficiency or waste. It is almost im- 
possible to be fired. At best an in- 
competent clerk will be moved to 
another office; at worst he will be 
promoted! 

System overload occurs too fre- 
quently. Physicians and nurses get 
overloaded frequently. Last sum- 
mer I ‘was seeing an average of 70 
people a day. How can you even be 
nice to that many people, let alone 
give them good service? 

Other institutions arbitrarily add 
to the health burden; for example, a 
high-school! principal can insist that 
all the children should have permis- 
sion slips from the doctor before 
every field trip. In such a week. 1 
may have to see an extra 50-100 
people, with no corresponding in- 
crease in manpower. 


PEOPLE DON'T do the jobs they 
were trained for: medical secretaries 
mostly do clerical work, nurses in 
clinics mostly do medical secretarial 
work, primary-care physicians do 
nursing and act as traffic police 
(send this one to a dermatologist. 
send that one to a cardiologist) and 
hospital specialists mostly do prima- 
ry aay rather than their specialized 
work. 


There is little quality care. Record 
keeping is incomplete. illegible and. 
if it’s the third carbon copy. 
unreadable. 


The traditional arguments for 
maintenance of the status quo are 
irrelevant today. The fact that 50 
years ago the Israeli medical system 
was sophisticated for its time is not a 
valid reason to resist change today. 
There was once a need for both

retrain them. upgrade them. or re- 
place them. Let the hospital-based 
specialists deal only with their speci- 
ality. That will reduce their work- 
load, improve their work condi- 
tions, and reduce the country’s need- 
for'so many of them. 

T trained and worked as a prima- 
ry-care physician in Canada. Even 
though Israel spends more on health 
per capita, I have seen more waste 
here. The Canadian system works; 
the Israeli system is failing. 

The present situation in Canada 
came about through a silent revolu- 
tion ~ a commission of inquiry, a 
trial period in one of the provinces, 
and finally it was applied nation- 
wide. The Israeli system has only 
been given one patch after another.

HERTZBERG'S remarks were ab- 
sorbed by the youngsters in the con- 
text of their evident distress with the 
uprising and the negative image of 
Israel that this projects abroad.

“1 agree thut it’s important to ex- 
Press our feelings. but it may be 
dangerous in some ways. It could be 
beneficial. though, to face our oppo- 
nents openly instead of trying to 
may be more successful combatting 
our enemies out in the ορεπ. 

A boy from Montreal voiced the 
view of the minority in the group 
when he said that “I don’t have the 
Same right to express my opinion as 
my cousin here does, who fights for 
Israel. And when critical views are 
expressed by Jews. these are the 
ones broadcast by the media. The 
news never gives equal weight to 
those who support what Israel is do- 
ing. There are other ways to make 
sure that the government here 
knows what Diaspora Jews are 
thinking. 


“As an American I fee} that the 
Jews have to portray 2 united front 
to the American public. This is good 
for Israel. Otherwise, politicians 
don’t have to seek the Jewish vote.“ 

Those who are willing to publicly 
criticize Israeli policies were asked if 
they are also prepared to stand up to 


pressures and attacks from other 
Jews who are vehemently opposed 
te such behaviour. 

“Unity at all costs means acting 
on blind faith. This is a false unity. 
Either you take the heat for stand- 
ing up. or you abandon the effort.“ 

Another participant thought that 
some of the “heat™ could be re- 
duced by taking another tack: “We 
have a duty to criticize when we 
disugree. but us leaders we should 
distinguish our personal beliefs from 
those of the communitythat.we rep- 
resent. If I were a leader who comes 
out against Israel, ! would stress that 
I am speaking personaily.” 

The prospect of dealing with the 
PLO did not appeal to the young- 
sters, although Hertzberg had 
stressed that “in the end. Israe} will 
have to negotiate with them, be- 
cause only they can deliver the 


They were also asked about the 
Pitfalls of striving for clear-cut, foo!- 
proof solutions to the Israeli-Arab 
conflict. 

“I agree that the choices are not 
necessarily between good and bad. 
But there has to be a compromise: 
there's no other way fo reach 2 solu- 
tion. | know that the Palestinian ha- 
tred won't just disappear if Israel 
gives them a present of land. Of 
course, this has to be negotiated. 
You can’t just give land away.” 

“Of course things are not black 
and white. But everyone has to have 
an ideal. In negotiations, you can't 
always get what you want, so you 
have to make compromises some- 
times. But this does not mean that 
you have abandoned your ideals. 
You can’t lead by preaching grey- 
ness to people.“

damaged shops during a pro-inde- 
pendence protest around the Jok- 
hang temple in March and have 
been freed because’ they 
“repented.” 

Tibet government officials said 
about 200 people were detained af- 
ter the March protest, though no 
details of charges against them have 
been published. Fifteen, including 
four Buddhist monks, have been de- 
tained since the’ protest last 
October. 

A smail group of foreign journal- 
ists last week actompariied Bil! Hay- 


den, the Australian foreign minis, 


ter, in the first approved visit by a 


. Senior foreign government official 


and foreign media since the March 
protest. Hayden raised religious 
freedom and human rights issues in 
discussions with senior government 
and Communist Party officials.

badly beaten in one session that they 
were unable to undress themselves. 
Prison guards told him: "We must 
beat you to get the truth from you.™ 

The Tibetan said he saw several 
monks undergoing “Chinese rope 
torture, in which the prisoner is 
suspended from a beam, and that 
sticks, belts and electric prods were 
used in the beatings.

Drugs — old favourites still (too) popular 


JUST A LOOK into the average 
home medicine cabinet confirms the 
truth of a new survey that Israelis 
have more than: doubled their con- 
sumption of prescription and over- 
the-counter drugs in the past de- 
cade. 

Gone are the days when you bad 
only a few painkillers and ointments 
stored away. Not only are we taking 
more medicines than we used to, 
but, during that period, Israel had 
one of the highest growth rates in 
per-capita consumption of medicine 
in the developed world. 


A Jerusalem doctor. Philip Sax, 
bas done a comprehensive survey of 
Israeli use of medicines from 1975 to 
1985, Writing in the latest issue of 
the Israel Journal of Medical Sci- 
ences, Dr. Sax noted that the high 
rate of medicine use here is not sur- 
prising, given the fact that Israelis 
visit their doctors more often than 
patients in most countries. 

But it is surprising that there is 
not continuous and consistent 
source of data available on total aa- 
tional drug use and expenditure. 
Partial and sometimes i tible 
data are provided vd oe 
Ministry, K Holi it, the 
State Comptiler, the Central Bu- 
reau of Statistics, the Manufacturers 
Association and the Customs Au- 
thority. 

Digging up the figures, Dr. Sax 
found that the average annual 
growth rate during the decade was 
10.4 per cent. The fees that mem- 
bers of the Histadrut health fund 
now pay for prescribed drugs have 
been hiked substantially,. reducing 
unnecessary use somewhat. 

Dr. Sax found that the total num- 
ber of branded medicines in Israel -- 
the net balance of new drugs reach- 
ing the markets and the older ones 
no longer sold — has remained 2 
fairly constant 1,500, which is “low 
by international standards.” Only 
about 60 new products are intro- 
duced here each year. Among the 
new drugs are those used to treat 
chronic diseases, including beta 
Siockers. calcium antagonists and 
anti-asthma agents. But a small 
number of drugs are the most ire- 
quently used. Just 20 kinds of medi- 
cines. from among the 1,500, com- 
prise two-Bfths of Kupat Holim’s 
budget for medicine.

KIDNEY TRANSPLANTS will 
probably become easier to get for 
members of the Maccabi health 
fund. An agreement has been signed 
between Maccabi and the European 
organ bank, Europlant, easuring a 
supply of donor kidneys from 
abroad. Maccabi will pay $2,500 for 
each organ and its Hight, in a special 
preserving liquid, to Israel. 

Maccabi disector-general Rafi 
Roter said recently that 20 members 
of his health fund are on dialysis and 
need kidney transplants, but have 
been waiting for long periods for 
organs to be made available here. 
Maccabi believes that it is cheaper 
to import kidneys from abroad than 
to finance the very expensive dialy- 
sis for its members, not to mention 
the great improvement this brings to 
their quality of life. 

Maccabi has sent information 
about their 20 potential kidney re- 
cipients to Europlant, and will pay 
for the organ transplants, which will 
be performed at Hadassah-Univer- 
sity Hospital in Jerusalem. 


BOTH VERY GOOD and very bad 
moods can be dangerous when 
you're in the driver's seat, according 
to automotive expert Joe Creiden. 
It’s obvious that depression can be 
dangerous on the road - the driver is 
too busy worrying about his prob- 
lems to cope with traffic. 

. But, writing in the latest issue of 
Kupat Holim Cialit’s Eianim health 
magazine, Creiden says that a very 
good mood can also be dangerous. 
“Jt can cause lack of respect for the 
rights of other drivers, poor concen- 
tration, speeding and“driving in zig- 
zags. It’s difficult to concentrate 
when you want to sing. ta laugh, to 
think about wonderful things. Be- 
ware of good moods. They can be 
dangerous.” 


A NEW KIND of electric tooth- 
brush in which each bundle of bris- 
tles rotates in ἃ different direction to 
remove the bacteria that cause cavi- 
ties and gum problems is now avail- 
able here. Called Interplak, it is im- 
posted from the U.S. and sold (for 
over NIS 300) in many pharmacies. 


The device has been recommended 
by the American Dental Associa- 
tion, which maintains that it re- 
places the need to floss between 
teeth. Replaceable brushes allow 
every member of the family to have 
his own. The 10 bundles of bristles 
rotate 4,200 times a minute, aod 
change direction 46 times a second. 


THE EEG. or the electroencepb- 
alograph, has long been used to 
measure brain waves. But there is a 
new technique using magnetic fields 
that can diagnose neurological prob- 
lems when the EEG is not helpful. 
Called the magneto-encephalogra- 
phy method (MEG), it can provide 
astonishing transparency of the 
brain. Via the scalp, it registers the 
tiny magnetic fields of the brain's 
nerve cells, which are 100 million 
times weaker than the earth's mag- 
netic field. Thus it is able to locate 
pathologically affected areas pre- 
cisely. 

A research team at the Erlangen 

University at Nuremberg in West 
Germany has lished some- 
thing new using MEG. For the first 
time, they succeeded in nsing the 
new method to forecast accurately 
when epileptic attacks that had pre- 
viously been unsuccessfully treated 
with drugs would no longer occur. 
They did this by matching up the 
areas of the brain involved in fonc- 
tional disorders and epileptic at- 
tacks with known changes in blood 
vessels, growths and cysts in several 
patients’ brains. 
SMALL CHILDREN who are able 
to delay gratification of their desires 
are more successful academically 
and socially as adults, according to 
researchers at Columbia University 
in New York. : 

The latest issue of Psychology Te 
day reports on research on the abili- 
ty of pre-schoolers to delay pratifica- 
tion. Some children were offered 
two pretzels instead of one if they 
Were willing to wait some time to get 
them. The study began 10 years ago, 
and follow-up interviews with the 
teenagers’ parents found that they 
were more fluent verbally, atten- 
tive, assertive, curious, creative, 
able to deal better with frustration 
and stress and better in school and 
more accepted by their peers than 
as who couldn’t wait for the pret- 
zel.

EZER WEIZMAN likes to say 
that when he gets up in the 
morning he thinks about whom 
he can screw, and when ἢ Her- 
utnik gets ap in the morning he 
worries about who's trying to 
screw him. : 

Weizman, who other than his 
late in-law Moshe Dayan. is the 
only national leader -- as op- 
posed to conniving backbench 
politician — to have crossed the 
lines between the country’s two 
major political parties. must be 
feeling nowadays a lot like he 
felt on the eve of the Six Day 
. War, 

While he was working on a 
plan to wipe ont the Egyptian 
air force, all around him people 
were biting. their fingernails. 
chainsmoking or just plain 
moaning about Holocaust Two. 

Nowadays, at least until Uzi 
Baram‘s slipped disk slips back 
into place, Weizman is head of 
Labour's election campaign. 
which means that most of his 
efforts are aimed at convincing 
campaign workers that the Li- 
kud is vulnerable. that Labour 
can win in November. 

Weizman’s been there before 
and not only on the eve of the 
Six Day War. 

As campaign chief for Herut 
in 1977, Weizman was the only 
person in what the Heruiniks 
call ‘‘the wolf's fortress” -- 
meaning Herat headquarters -- 
who believed the Likud would 

And he was there in 1978 and 
79. when he was practically 
alone in the Begin cabinet. to 
believe that it was possible -- and 
important - to reach a peace 
agreement with Egypt. 

So now, once again, Weizman 
is optimisti 
hopeful, while surrounded by 
the pessimistic, the desperate 
and the apathetic.

THERE'S NO NEED to go into 
the history of the Six Day War, 
the 1977 elections or the peace 
process to understand why 
Weizman was so optimistic 
while others were so pessimistic. 
What matters is how he can be 
50 optimistic nowadays. 

The reason, it seems. is that { 
Weizman is that rare breed of 
Israeli politician — someone who 
is not paranoid, which means 
he's not afraid to change his 
mind, which means he's not 
afraid to learn, which means 
he's more interested in shaping 
the future than reliving the past 
or clutching the present. 

Paranoia is not Weizman's 


One of the symptoms of para- 
noia is the all out effort to cling 
to the illusion that the present is 
the best of all possible worlds, 
and to do so by regarding as 
contamination anything that 
shatters that illusion. 

Peres clings to the idea thai 
somehow he'll be able to avoid 
having to deal with Yasser Ara- 
fat. Shamir clings to the idea 
that somehow he'll be able to 
avoid dealing with Hussein. 
Both of them are really hanging 
on for dear life to the idea that 
you can have the cake and eat it, 
too. 
Maybe Weizman is different 
because he's spent a lot of time 
in the air above the Middle 
East. 

His detractors call him an as- 
tronaut, but he might consider 
that a compliment. 

Astronauts look down on the 
earth and one of the first things 
they notice is that there aren't 
any green lines or red lines or 
purpte lines or any lines at all — 
except the Great Wall of China 
- that can be seen dividing one 
country from another, 

Not that there’s anything 
wrong with borders, per se. 
Good fences can make good 
neighbours -- if the neighbours 
cooperate in building the fence. 

In any case, ‘from the air, 
Weizman saw the basic truth of 
the state of Israel — it is in the 
Middle East. From 50,000 feet 
in the air above Tel Aviv. the 
furthest West you can see is

That means that Israel will 
always be more Baghdad than 
Boston, and that before it be- 
comes Beirut, a city that Weiz-

Weizman’s optimism and en- 
thusiasm are difficult to accept 
because be demands that you 
make your imagination leap 
into a future rather than dwell- 
ing complacently in the present 
by arguing about the past. 
Leaps of the imagination are 
difficult for most of as because 
it's something we're taught to 
stop doing around the age of 
seven or eight, when teachers 
insist that trees can‘t float in the 
air and have pink leaves, and 
parents say stop asking 
questions. 

But a leap of the imagination 
is the source of most of the histo- 
ry of this land, and certainly of 
the modern Jewish national lib- 
eration movement. 

Recently, whether Jewish ra- 
Gionalists like it or not, the Pal- 
estinians tee have made a leap 
of the imagination to a time 
when 19-year-olds speaking ove 
language won't be able to shove 
around a 60-year-old who 
speaks ἃ different language.

NEW YORK (Reuter) — The dollar 
rose against most major currencies 
on Friday despite several rounds of 
selting of the U.S. currency by cen- 
trat banks. 

The West German Bundesbank 
and the Federal Reserve spearhead- 
ed intervention in the currency mar- 
kets, although other central banks 
were selling dollars, traders said. 

But the dollar, which at first re- 
sponded io the intervention by fall- 
ing. rebounded to post gains for the 
day. It closed at 1.8795 West Ger- 
man marks in New York, compared 
with its Thursday close of 1.8665. 

It also rose against the Japanese 
yen το 133.29 compared with Thurs- 
. Over the past week, 
has climbed 2.8% against 
πὸ 1.8% against the yen. 
The Sritish pound feii to $1.7100 
froma Thursday's $1.7220. 

Dealers said expectations of firmer 
interest rates propeiled the dollar. 
enabling it 10 overcome sales by the 
Federal Reserve and others. 

“It's going to be a test for the 
banks next week, because the market 
is inclined to push it higher. The 
market seems to be taking on the 
intervention strongly," said Tom 
Benfer of the Bank of Montreal. 

Dealers also said they expect that 
econumic res 10 be released this 
week. i cing the eraployment re- 
port, will be strong and force the 
Federal Reserve to push interest 
rates higker to cop inflation. 


Equity prices were at the 
day's highs in late trading Fri- 
day, assisted by gains on Wail 
Street and buying for the new 
account which begins tomor- 
row, dealers said.
